Sir Astley Paston Cooper, Bart. (1768-1841), celebrated English sur- 
geon, was chosen surgeon of Guy’s Hospital (1800), and Fellow of the 
Royal Society (1805). His reputation was greatly extended by the publi- 
cation of his works; appointed surgeon to King George IV in 1828. 

The portrait was obtained from a member of the Paston Cooper fam- 
ily. It was known as the original sketch by Lawrence, from which he painted 
the finished portrait now in the possession of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
exhibited at the Royal Academy in 1828 and engraved by Cousins, 1830.
